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‘Vaulting requires speed, quickness and explosive power. The gymnast isllowed 
to perfrm only one vault. Vaultshave assigned maximum dtfcuty ranging 
from &6 to 10.0. Deductionsare taken fortechnical errsin four phases: 

first fight phase (the approach), repudsion phase (contact with the vaulting 
‘able), second fight phase (heghtand distance fom the table, and landing. 
Specific deductions indude up 0 or body poston fats. 0.104 forsteps 
off landing upto 0.3 for an off-center landing, and not receiving a scoreifthe 
coach assists the athlete at any ime during the vault.
